Offices have experienced a -25% 
increase in mails handled during 
the past year, it is anticipated the 
Christmas mails this season will be 
the largest in the history of the 
Postal Service. In view of this 
tremendous increase, patrons are 
urged to mail all Christmas parcels 
at ONCE, and to have all Holiday 
greeting cards in the mail not later 
than December 15th +o facilitate 
delivery by Christmas Day. This 
Jncludes both-out-eftewn and tocal 
cards. 

Postmaster McDonnell - seuian 
*ito point out the fact to patrons, | 
hat under cvity- delivery-service it} - 
is a physical impossibility to de- 
liver all local cards, as well as 
those arriving from out of town 
in the few days before Christ- 
mas. As the carriers are limited: 
to the amount of mail they can 
carry and the day light hours they 
can work, it is imperative that 
eards for Jocal delivery be mailed 
by the 15th to insure delivery in 
time. 

Postmaster McDonnell also 
wishes to point out bites edyanabes 
of mailing all eré 
first class mail, repaid at the 3c 
rate, as these cards are given pref- 
erence in handling and delivery 
and can be forwarded or returned 
if Aunt Minnie has moved in the 
past year without so advising. 
All cards prepaid at the 1c rate, 
unsealed and containing no written 
message, are disposed of as waste 
if the address is incorrect and can- 
not be delivered as addressed.
